Indeed, the idea'v! naming these nine handsome
Wndies the Muves, with the exception that it
perves a tisdful purpose of grouping them in a
graceful sistrhood, eannot be ealled a very bappy
one, an it Talses expectations that the paint-
Ings themselves do not gratify. The artisi,
Joseph Baguani, it 1s sald undertook the series
for purpose of demonstrating his theory that the

Amerioan types of beauty were as high
a8 those of the antiquo. That Le
has suecocdod in doing this we

are by no means disposed to admit, but he has
produced nine vory interesting palntings that
will readily be recognized as essentlally Ameri-
can, and as representing a style of beaoty that, i
it Jacks the regular outlines of the Greek, Ia dis-
tinguished by marked characteristics of its owa
that are certalnly wortly of attentive study. It 1s
evident, on the most superficial Inspection, that
shese plotures have been painted from Iife, and
it Is well known that they are portraits of celo-,
brated New York and Boston belles. This has
contributed lo a very gréal measure towards ox-
eiting a publie intorest In them, as soclety is on
the quivive to konow who the ladies are, and
one-hall of the members of the pex femi-
nine, who inapect the happy nine, do so with
a Hngoring regret that the artist did not select
them for his models. As literal portraiis the
pletures have a decided valne, and thoy are im-
portant as being the first attempt to show the
world what the charviacteristica of Ameriean
female beauty really are. As works of art they
will not riank very high, the style of palnting
being by no means goud: and if we are Lo sceepl
them as represcatatives of the Muses, we have a
right to complain that the ariist has not suf-
ficlently idealized his sabjects. Each of the
ladies js enveloped o classic drapery, and bears
in Licer hands the embloms of the Muse sl is
supposed to represent; but beyond this the artlst
has not ventured to go, and the faces and
figures are reduced to a level of plaeidity that
exprosses nothing of Lhe attributes of the god-
desser, At we before remarked, however, the
value and interest of the sorles are independent
of its elassic uggestion, and th? originals of the
portraits will doubtlesa feel highly fattered by
the attention that they have recelved o Boston,
New York, and this eity. Indeed, these Ame-
rican Muses have excited considerable enthusinsm
in eome quarters, as will be seen by this poetical
tribute to thelr attractions, which
handed to us for publication:—

This is
the most lmportant new work that Mr, Weber
has eent over from his studio in Darmstadt for
along time. It s in his best manner, and shows
that his_long residence in Germany has not ob-
literated his love for or hlz power of rendering
some of the most pleansing phases of American
forest econory.

Another excellent pleture 18 A View on the
Wissahickon,” by W. T. Richards, whe appears
to have turned from the study of sea waves to
bis old love ngain, This work is painted in that
careful style for which Mr. Richards 18 cele-
brated, but 1t Is mellower In tone and lacks that
hardness which charaeterized his carly guanner.

One of the most Interesting works in the gal-
lerles, however. s ““The Temptation of Margue-
rite," by Migs Lee, n young lady of this elty who
is now studylog in Germuny.

Tu the case of Bimon M. Landls, convicted of
the publication of obscene libels, Judge Pelrce
thlx morning gave the following decleion: —
The Commonwealth vs. Bimon M. Landls.
Motion for new trial.

The reagons for o new trlal were nunmerons,
but Ill{‘}’ mny all be (N-[mncd of nnder a few
heads.

First. To the exclusion of evidence tending
to show the scientific correctness of the book
complaiued of, and tho fitness of such n publi-
cation for general information.

_ Beeond, To un expression of oplnlon by the
judgre as to the charaeter of the book, 3

Ihird. To errors in charging the jury ns to
what coustituted an obscene Hbel, and as to what
cxtent & publication s prolected as nectssary
for general Information and conducive to the
general welfare.

Firat, Physiclang were ecallod as oxperts to
thow the selentific correctuess of the book and
the necessity of snch knowledge for goneral in-
formation. I raled at the trinl that the boolk
might be true and selentiieally correct in ite
statements and deseriptions, and yet be obseene;
that its obecenity did not depend npon its truth-
fulness or Talelty, but upon its tendeney to Infln-
ence the passions and debauch society. The
character of the book wus o question purely for
the jury, in which they could not he alded by the
testimony of experts. Obscenity s determinel
by the common senge and focliogs of mankind,
and not by the sKill of the loarned, It wos
therefore o question for the jury, to be deter-
mined by their examinntion of the publication,
und not by the opinions of others respecting it
That which offonds modesty, nnd is indecent
and lewd, and tends to the ercation of lascivious
desires, is obscene. Of this the jury were ns
sompetent to judge as the most accomplished
experts in medical sclence, whose familiarity
with the snbjects treated of In the book micht
perhaps render them less susceptible to the
emotions which woulid be excited in the general
public by reading such a publication,

Second. Relative to the expression of opinion
by the Judge as to the character of the book, it
was held by the Bupreme Conrt, in Kilpatriek
ve, The Commonwealth, 7 Casey, 103, that o
Judge may rightfully express his opinion re-
specting the evidence, and it may gometimes be
hig dvty to do I, yet not so as to withdraw it
from the consideration and decicion of the jary.

My own experience as a Judge has tanght me
that it s sometimes not only expedisnt bt
necessary to the proper administration of law
and justice that o judge shonld express his
opinion on the evidence submitted to the jury.
His greater familiarity with the roles of evi
denee, the weight of the testimony, and its ag
plication to the subject-matter of investization,
requires that he should do go. HBut he shonld
alwaye accompany it with ihe instruction that
the fucts of the case are for their determination,
under the evidence submitted to them,

In this case t(his instruction was repeated to
the jurymen more than once. They were told

they were not to take my opinion of the book,
but were to determine its character from their
own exnmination of It. Agadln, they were iu-
structed that it was for them to determine tha
character of the book; if in their judzment the
nook was fit and proper for publieation, and such
as ghonld go into their families, and be handed
to their sons and davghters and placed in
boarding schools for the beneficial information
of the youny and others, then it was thelr duty
to acquit the defendant. They were further in-
structed that if they had o donbt of the ob-
seenity of the book, It were thelr duty to acquit
the defendant. ‘This lnstruction left the whole
question of the character of the publication to
the jury, There was no controversy as to tho
puhblication of the book Ii\\' the defendant, as its
publication was substautially, if not In terms,
admitted by him.

The next alleged error relates to the charge of
the Court us to what constitules aun obscone
libel, and to what extent a publication is pro-
tected ns necessary for general information and
condueive to the public welfare.

The jury were iustructed that it dld not mat-
ter whetlier the things published o the book
were troe and in conformity with nature and
the Inws of our being: if they were unfit to be

mblished, and tended to inflame improper and
ewd passions, it was an obscene libel; that, to
instify a publication of the character of
this  book they must be satisfied that
the publication was made for a legitimate and
uselnl purpose, and that it was not made from
auy motive of mere galn or with a corruut desire
to debauch soclety. That even selentilie and
medical publications, containing Ilustrations
exhibiting the human body, if wantonly exposed
in the public markets with a wanton and wicked
desire to ereate n demand for them, and not to
romote the good of society by placing them
n proper bands for useful purposes, would,
i{ lending to excite lewd desires, be held
to be abscene libels. That before a medical
clask for the purpose of instruction it might be
necessary and proper and consopant with de-
cency and modesty to expoge the human body
for the exhibition of discase or for the purpose
of operation, but that if the game human body
were exposed in front of one of our medical col-
lgres to the public indiseriminately, even for

i purpose of operation, such an exhibition

ould be Leld to be Indecent and obacone.

The jury were further Instructed that publica-
tlons of this character are protected when made
with a view to benefit society, and In a mannor
not to injure the publie, but that a mistaken iden
of the defendunt as to the charncter and teénd-
ency ol the book, if it was In itsclf obscene and
uniit for publication, would nol excuse his viola-
tion of the law,

After having listened to the elaborate and
earnest argument of the learned counsel of the
defendant, 1 do not perceive that there was
ervor either in the admisslon or exclusion of
evidence, ot in the charge 1o the jury. And
think that the verdict I8 sustained by both the
lnw nod the evidence. The motlon for o new

trial is, therefore, overrnled,

Hiz llopmor then sddressed
follows:—

You bave lLeen convieted of publishing an
obscene libel. I kuow of no offcnse which so
tends to demorallzo soclety as the ofiense of
which you have been convicted. Whatevor
tends to render impurs the public mind s inju-
rious to soclety, and Jeads to Its disintegration
and destrnetion. It s our highest duty to keep
pure the winds of the young and the mature.

The publication of such books in a great
community like this, or inany community either
vreat or small, 18 au offense of the most serious
character; and the pusishment aflixed by law to
this offense, even I applied to Its fullest extent,
ls merciful to the offender. It Is my duty, there-
fore, to apply to you the full penaity of the luw,

The sentence of the Court is, that you pay a
fine of #3500, and undergo lmprisonment in the
Philadelphia County Prison for the term of one
YOar.
